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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School 
District: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 31, 
the average membership 26.7 and the percent of at- 
tendance 92.85. There were 18 pupils attending Lisbon 
elementary school, and 14 Lisbon high school. 


The enrollment in Blue school this year is 29. Nine- 
teen pupils are attending Lisbon elementary schocl 
and 138 are attending Lisbon high school. 


Next year we expect 18 pupils will attend Lisbon 
high school as compared to 13 who are attending this 
year. This accounts for the major part of your budget 
increase. Five more high school pupils will increase 
your tuition cost $1,250.00. 


I have made a careful study of your school costs and 
both your elementary and high school costs are below 
the state average. If school costs seem high in Landaff, 
it is because you have a large number of pupils in your 
district in proportion to your valuation. 


Blue school is progressing well under the guidance 
of Mrs. Helen Currier. Mrs. Currier is an efficient 
teacher and I feel you are fortunate to have her. 


We planned to shingle the Blue school on one side, 
but found that both sides needed repair. Mr. William 
Stephens completed this work during the summer. 


In order to make both ends meet this year, we have 
had to practice most rigid economy. We have discon- 
tinued the lunch program and economized on all school 
supplies. 
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I have enjoyed the work in your community and ap- 
preciate the cooperation of the school board and people 
of the community.
